Eulogistic Proceedings in the Senate Upon 
the Death of Zach.

WASHINGTON, D. C., January 28.—The 
argument of the Cowdry case, to set aside 
the foreclosure of the Pacific Railroad, and 
which involves the title to the securities re- 
cently purchased by Jay Gould, was resumed 
in the Supreme Court of the United States at 
twelve o’clock to-day. The case was yester- 
day argued by, Senator Edmunds for 
Gould, and N. A. Cowdry in person. 
During the argument yesterday Mr. Cowdry 
called the attention of the Court to the terms 
of the contract made between the County of 
St. Louis and C.K. Garrison, on June 1, 
1876. <A copy ofthe letterof Mr. Garrison of 
that date, addressed to the Judges of the St. 
Louis County Court, is on file as an exhibit in 
the case, and reads as follows: 

To the Hon. C. F. Shultz, James 8S. Farrar, 
Jno. D. Finney, Committee of the County 
Court of St. Louis County onthe Pacitic 
Railroad. 
GENTLEMEN:—It kas been intimated to me 

that the Judges of the County Court of St. 

county, as the representatives of the 
county, have no desire to delay the proceed- 
ingvsin the suit now’ pending inthe United 

States Circuit Court, looking to fhe foreclo- 

sure of the Pacific Railroad undemthe third 

mortgage bonds, otherwise thanto obtain, if 
you can, some setticment of the county’s 
claim against the road for S700,000 and inter- 
est, by reason of a loan made to the ruad by 
the county, and which still remains unpaid. 

-.  ee If the claim of the coun- 
tv on the road is a lien paramount 
to the third mortgage bends, then, of course, 
the sale can not affect the claim, and the 
county is abundantly secured. But even if 
It has no such lien, considering the circum- 
stances under which the debt was contracted, 
and the benetit the road received therefrom, 
the ciaim is eminently a just one, and it is my 
feeling that as a matter of policy for retaining 
for the railrosd the good feeling and good 
ottices of the people and the tax-payers of St.

In many cases bits of wood 
were found in the mouths of the corps¢s. 
These people, not being Christians, excite 
butlittle sympathy in civilized quarters. 
England, which has a sort of paternal regard 
for Turkey, sometimes sends moncy there to 
relieve pressing wants, but the English peo- 
ple have been so unmere:fully bitten in their 
Oriental investments that they have about 
lost their feeling for what Mr. Freeman calls
